Ata recent meeting of the Committee 
on Labor of the House of Representa.

spirit of the eight-hour law was being 
openly violated, ignored or evaded in 
certain of the goveroment departments, 
aod Chairman O'Neil was empowered 
to present to the House a resolution of 
inquiry, directed to the various Secre- 
taries, asking, in direct terms, 
whether the law was ‘being en- 
forced by them. the in- 
troduction of resolutions, 
O’Nefl sought an with the 
President, which was granted this after- 
noon, and lasted over ah hoor. The 
President said: ‘‘I believe that the 
law is a souna One and a good one, and 
that it should be inforced to the letter. 
I have no information regarding in- 
stances of its violativn or evasion, but 
if such are presented to meI wil!i see 
that the abuse is remedied and the full 
spirit of the law inforeed, which, I 
understand, is to pay workmen in the 
Government employ for eight hours’ 
work daily—what is paid outside of 
government employ for a full day's 
work. I appreciate the cff-ct apon 
the mechanics of the conotry 
of the constantly -increasing use 
of labor-saving machinery, and I 
can think of no more practical relief for 
the unemployed surplus labor, than the 
occupation by them of the public lands. 
T do not besitate to say thatI am in 
favor of any feasible plan for enoour- 
aging and assisting American settlers 
upon the public domain by the general 
government.”” In this connection the 
President expressed some very strong 
views op the subjeet of the occupation 
of vast tracts of public land by foreigu 
capitalists. The President seemed 
desirous of impressing on Mr. O'Neil 
his willinguess to heartily co-operate 
with Congress in any effort it may 
make to elevate the working classes 
and improve the social condition of the 
bread winners.

Why Black 
Hamburgs are quoted so much higher 
is beyond the present understanding, 
unless it is on acount of the scarcity 
and rare quality of the fruit. 
Biack Hamburg grapes are grown in 
all the grape-growing districts of Cal- 

there is not a viticulturist 

who would not think that good fortune 
had overtaken bim if he could realize 
8 cente a pound for his crop, and he 
would make meney at 5 cents a pound 
paid on shipments sent to the nearest 
railway station. The Lishop grapes 
must be transported not less then four 
thousand miles by water in the sweat 
ing hold of a ship, w Say nothing of 
the preceding ‘end carriage, before 
reach New York.

Shere is no more difficulty in preserv- 
ing grapes late io the seuson bere than 
there is in Spain or Portugal. The 
viticulturists have been so busy witl 
preliminary matters that they have not 
reached this stage of the business yet. 
At no distant day California grapes 
may make as more prominent figure in 
the New York murket at Christmas 


and New Years. 


Grapes may be kept in a perfect con- 
dition until after the holidays by cov- 


ering the cntire vine with a sack be- 


fore the grapes are mature; or, the 
individual bunthes may be sacked 
separately. The writer once covered 
some young Vines with paper sacks to 


protect them from grasshoppers. The 
sacking was done in latter summer, 
end the coverings remained intact un- 
til pruning tme—say January or Feb- 
ruary. When they were taken off, a

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY, 


» The theory that abnormally brilliant 


skies, like those of recent years, are 
due to volcanic dust or vapors appears 
to be not a new one. Attention has 
now been called to Danish records 
which mention remarkable sky-glows 
in 1636 aud again in 1783, in each case 
the effects being at the time attributed 
to emissions from the great volcanic 
eruptions which had taken place in 
celand. 


The interesting discovery has been 


made in Switzerland of a bright-green 
moss growing on calcareous rocks two 
hundred feet below the surface of Lake 
Leman. No other’ moss has been 
known so far under water, and how 
chlorophyl—the greefi coloring matter 
—could bave been so richly developed 
in a place so remote from the light isa 
problem. 


A french writer has described a 


curious phenomenon observed in a 
very intelligent parrot, the bird's eyes 
invariably becoming red by the con- 
traction, of the iris on the appearance 
of a little boy for whom an extraordi- 
nary affection had been acquired.

Our Cold Waces.—The first appear- 
ance of cold waves within the territory 
of the U. 8. Signal Service is nearly 
always at Helena, Montana, according 
te Lieut. T. A. Woodruff, their place 
of origin probably being the vast 
regions of ice and snow near the Arc- 
tic Circle. From Helena they usually 
reach Omaha from 8 to 16 hours, the 
distance being 880 miles; St. Louis, in 
24 to 32 hours, distance 1030 miles; 
Galveston, 24 to 40 hours, distance 
1600 mile- ; Nashviile, the same; Buf- 
falo, 24 to 48 hours, distance 1750 
miles; Washington, 32 to 56 hours, 
distance 1953 miles. The waves are 
found to follow areas of low pressure 
and to precede areas of high pressure. 
They move in different ways: first, di- 
rectly eastward, second, southeasterly, 
covering the entire country in their 
progress; third, southerly, from Mon- 
tana and Dakota to Texas, thence 
through the Gulf States, and finally 
northeastward over the Atlantic States, 
such waves being sometimes felt at St.

Of course grapes placed in tht New 
York market at New Years briag fancy 
ices, and these are not to Se quoted 
as the prevailing ones late in the sea- 
son. But it is quite within the power 
of many of the viticulgurists here to 
send forward grapes te New York late 
in the season. Not much has been 
done in that way up to this time. But 
— were on many tables here at 
istmas, and probably at New Years. 
— is no mere difficulty in 
grapes late in the season here than 
there is in Syain or Portugal. The 
Viticulturists have been so busy with 
preliminary matters that they-have not 
reached this stage of the business yet. 
At no distant day California grapes 
may make a more prominent figure in 
the New York market at Christmas 
and New Years. 
Grapes may be kept in a perfect con- 
dition until after the hohdays by cov- 
. ering the entire vine with a sack be- 
fore the grapes are mature; or, the 
individual bunches may be sacked 
separately. The writer once covered 
some young vines with paper sacks to 
protect them from grasshoppers. The 
sacking was done in latter summer, 
- g@nd the coverings remained intact un- 
til pruning tume—say January or Feb- 
ruary. When they were taken off, a 
few precocious vines showed bunches 
of grapes perfectly preserved and of a 
most superb flavor. The fruit looked 
as though it might have been kept a 
week or.two longer. Thus, by acci- 
@pnt, was revealed a way of keeping 


fresh grapes that surpasses all the 
methods of packing down that have 
ever been prescnbed. As the method 
_ would not be very expensive, it might 
be followed on quite a large scale, and 
no doubt the vieyardist trying it would 
reap 8 good return for bis trouble. — 


Late Grapes.

The returns lately issued by the Ag- 
ricultural Department of the Privy 
Council in Great Britain show aa in- 
crease Of 79,000 acres in cultivation 
over tne area in 1884, 36,000 of which 


werein England, 34,000 in Scotland 
and 9000 in Wales. The increase in |- 


horned cattle in England this year has 
been 328,823, while that of the prev- 


ous was 307,000. The increase in sheep 
during this season has been 466,000, 
against 1.000,000 last year. Pigs have 
dec: eased 181,000 during this year,the 
decrease in 1884 -being but 33,000. 
Agricultural horses show a decrease of 
6000, that of the previous year being 
8000, and poultry has decreased to the 
extent of 98,000. In Ireland, stock of 
all kinds, except pigs, shows an in- 
crease during the year, that of horses 
being 13,000 head, cattle 17,000, sheep 
234,000, and poultry 1,103,000. The 
decrease in pigs amoynts to 37,073. 


English farmers complain even more 


than do those of this country of the 
low prices which make farming un- 
profitable. Until the present season 
the Enghsh wheat harvest has been 
under an average; but with a good 
yield per acre this year the fact that 
the crop does not pay may be accepted 
as proof that it never will. At the 
same time there is nearly or quite as 
great competition in meat products, 
|not only from the United States but 
also from English colonies. The lot 
of the English farmer is a hard one, 
and the result must be a decline in the 
rental value of land until farming can 


be put on a paying basis. The fertile 


soil of England must continue to pro- 
duce, and its fertility should be main- 
tained even though rents have to be 
reduced a half or more.

The Northern California papers ex- 
press a deal of virtuous indignation 
when it is intimated that the display of 
oranges exhibited at Sacramento did 
not all grow in the section represented. 
Bat it appears that, while they may 
affect this indignation in the matter of 
‘borrowing our fruit, they have less 
copscientious scruples when it comes to 
borrowing our cuts. A late number of 
the Sacramento Record- Union hada cut 
which it pnblished in such a way as to 
convey the impression that it gave 4 
Correct representation of a portion of 
the Northern California Citrus Fair. 
As a matter of fact, it was a cut of the 
Pasadena  Gitrus Fair held at 
Pasadena in March, 1881. It first 
appeared in the Semi-Tropic Cali- 
fornian, now the Raral Californian 
of this city, and was ioaned to some 
Northern California man, who failed to 
esturn it. With a little trimming it was 
made to serve the purpose of the Reo- 
ord-Union. This is almost equal to the 
action of the Oentral and Northern Oal- 
ifornia Immigration Society, who ap- 
propriated and published in their im- 
migration pamphiet an old cut of the 
Carter place at San Gabriel and labeled 
it “A Scene) ata Northern California 
Foothill Farm."’

the City Council. And it should be, 
provided there was money enough 
available to build all the bridges 
needed. But there is not. The city 
can afford td build at present but one 
bridge. Now, where should that be 
located, with a view of doing the great- 
est good to the greatest number? ° The’ 
universal answer to the question would 
be Downey avenue, were it not for the 
access toit from the city.. But until 
there is some other connection than 
San Fernando street, it is idle to talk of 
a new bridge eat Downey avenue af- 
fording any greater relief to the East Side 
than the present one. It matters not 
-whether a bridge be of iron, stone or 
wood, large or small, high or low, wide 
or natrow, the vital objection still re- 
mains that San Fernando street 1s 
practically surrendered to ~ railroad 
tracks, and that it is not only unsafe, 
bat positively dangerous to drive a 
horse (except possibly a wooden ani- 
mal) on that street. Itis a fact un- 
deniable that the main objection to 
East Los Angeles is this cursed ap- 
proach to it.

FAIR—TEXAN PECULIARITIES. 


|SPRCTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 
En Kovrts, Jan. 8, 1886.—The trav- 
eler on the way to Mexico at this 
season of the year will find it to his 
advantage to tarry awhile in the 
Indian Territory. A couple of years 
ago I came down to Muskovee,a Creek 
village in the heart of the territory, to 
attend an Indian fair. Where on 
earth thé crowds came from, when one 
can nowhere see trace of their habita- 
tions in this apparently empty coun- 
try, was a mystery: but there they 
were by thousands—the original “Five 
Nations,” (Creeks, Cherokees, Choc- 
taws, Chickasaws and Seminoles,) with 
the Modocs, Nez Perces, écas, and 
other tribes that have more recently 
been sent here—in all varieties of 
dress and undress. This fair is held 
annually, and a great institution it is; 
the one “social event” in their calen- 
dar, for which dusky belles and bash- 
ful braves look torward with hearts 
that, pit-a-pat with antici pation—-pretty 
much, I presume, as those encased in 
lighter skins. You should have seen 
us en route! A band from Fort Scott 
had been provided to do honor to the 
occasion, who deafened us with music 
perhaps calculated to “soothe the sav- 
age breast,” but vorturing to civilized 
ears. They headed the procession in 
a vehicle'Udrawn by a mongrel “team” — 
one horse, one mule, and two Indian 
ponies; we followed in a cart whose 
motive power was an ox and a male, 
and a motley multitude brought up 
the rear. Conspicuous in the long 
line of carts and wagons filled to over- 
flowing with darkiy-shaded humani- 
ty, were men and women on horse or 
mule-back, often as many as two or 
three on one poor beast, and the 
“blanket tribes,” who, in full costume 
of. paint and feathers, cavorted around 
us on their bare-backed ponies—now 
lagging behind, again darting for- 
ward with whoop and halloojand anon 
surrounding us on a tour of inspec- 
tion. 

As we entered the groundg, the hun- 
dred or more wild Indians set up 4 
terrific whoop, flourishing their bows 


street.jand murderous-looking tomahawks, 


and sweeping on ahead, swinging 
three times a:ound the circle of the 
race-course with ear-splitting yells. 
It was funny enough to witness the 
arrivals. Everybody was there who 
owned a vehicle or could improvise 
one for the occasion—hay-rick, bob- 
tail, anything on .wheels, and all 
crammed as closely es nature packs 
her seedlings. In few cases did we 
see two horses or two mules driven, 
civilized fashion, side by side—but 
generally it was a horse and a cow, 
tandem, or an ox and a mule; and 
always the overflowings of the carts— 
generally boys, but sometimes men 
and even women—were mounted in 
front upon the animals. Some gay gal 
lants galloped in “double,” with their 
sweethearts behind them, and inva- 
riably the latter were always clinging 
tightly with both arms around their 
lover's waists, as if in great fear of 
falling—though at other times they 
ride alone, without saddle or bridle, 
at tbfeakneck speed, as well and as 
recklessly asthe men. A very com- 
mon sight was that of a wretched 
little pony or donkey, loaded down 
from neck to tail, with straddling 
humans of both sexes—as many as 
could possibly stick on. 

The exhibits at these Indian fairs 
are really interesting. Of course there 
is little in the agricultural line, noth- 
ing in the way of fruits and flowers, 
and not much stock that Western 
| farmers would consider worthy a sec- 
ond giance; but there wasa wonderful 
array of carved and saggy gun- 
barrels and hatchet handles, no end of 

inted bows and poisoned arrows, 
blankets, bead-work, etc. 
Then there were bed quilts (not 
“crazy,” thank heaven), rag-carpets, 
specimens of fine sewing, work 
and embroidery done by the students 
of the female sem at Taleynah, 
very creditable displays of penman- 
ship and drawing from various schools 
scattered about the Territory, shoes, 
saws, ploughs, washing machines, and 
last, but by no means least to feminine 
eyes, an exhibit of bonnets by 
‘a native milliner, fearfully and won- 


.| derfully made in the latest agony of 


style! When a squaw has become 
capable of producing ‘‘a perfect love” 
of a bonnet, or even of appreciating 
one, then indeed her civilization may 
be considered complete.
